THE ART OF GOVERNMENT 
In the new' “rapprochement*’ of American government 
and business, w'e often read utterances w'hich w'ould have 
seemed incredible before the election. One such w*as made 
on Dec. 7 by Jam es G. Blaine, president of the Marine 
Midland Trust Company of New York , presiding at a dinner 
of the Bank ers' Forum. His address w^as a plea for bank ers 
and politicians to get together to promote recovery. 
The United States, with the rest of the world, he ob­ 
served, is moving on to new social and economic conditions, 
Avhich will be pei'manent. The last election reflected a re ­ 
volt in the popular mind against control of the government 
by “ big business.” Bank ers as trustees of other people's 
money are naturally conservative, but must not “remain im­ 
pervious to new thouglits or conditions.” Everybody must 
w'ork together “ for the good of the greatest num ber.” 
“ The art of politics,” he continued, ”is as intricate as 
tha t of bank ing, engineering or medicine. The 
bank er 
k nows of things economic that are foreign to most members 
of Congress. They in turn have a k nowiedge of the aspira­ 
tions, the hopes and ambitions of the man in the street that 
the bank er can never k now' to the same degree. The bank er 
and the politician are essential to each other in the intricate 
scheme of oiir democracy. They should get together now. 
Their paths of life may be different but they have one 
great thing in common— their country.” 
Tt is true and patriotic talk , worthy of thought. Espec­ 
ially interesting is the b a nk e r ’s tribute to the “intricate art 
of politics.” The phrase may draw a smile, but deserves 
more than that. 
The art of politics is the art of government, w'hich 
calls for such a combination of k nowledge, ex perience, hu­ 
m an understanding, constructive pow’er an dcaiiacity for 
leadership that it may be the most difficult of all the arts 
of civilization. Perhaps this is wliy most of us instinctively 
honor statesmen.

From the Christian Science Monitor, 
For a decade and a half, 
the 
nations 
have tried to op erate tlie p eace machinery 
at Geneva on a universal i*alher than a re­ 
gional basis. 
There have been disap p oint­ 
ments. 
Various reasons may be ascribed, 
but neither the United Stales nor any of 
the Latin American rep ublics can throw 
stones, for their own records of p eace col­ 
laboration have notable gap s. 
Now comes the United States at Buenos 
Aires with a concrete, carefully worked- 
o ut p lan for skeletonized p eace machinery 
o n a regional basis. 
Several efforts have 
been m ade in advance to p revent this new 
peace machinery from conflicting with the 
border p rogram at Geneva. 
The A rgen­ 
tine Government, anxious to maintain its 
o ld ties with G reat Britain and its new ties 
with the League, may insist up on still fur­ 
ther adjustments of the American p ro­ 
gram to Geneva’s objectives. 
The one basic difference 
between 
the 
American and the Geneva p rograms is 
over neutrality. 
The 
League 
Covenant 
binds its members to take collective ac­ 
tion against an aggressor. 
They have not 
yet successfully done so in a m ajor crisis. 
The great difficulty of determining an 
aggressor remains. 
The American p lan, 
after re-emp hasizing the many devices of 
conciliation and arbitration embodied in 
inter-American li'eaties, p rovides for boy­ 
cotts of munitions and money againsl both 
belligerents.

But in the p rop osed draft convention, it 
is stip ulated that the new 
p rop osals 
for 
boycotts shall not conflict with p rovisions 
in existing treaties—-such as the League 
Covenant. 
Thus an American m em ber of 
the League could hoUl itself in readiness, 
in case Geneva decided on sanctions, to 
take such action against an aggressor. But 
it would he bound from the outset of 
a 
conflict, as soon as a slate of w ar was 
visible, to shut off all exp orts of munitions 
or money to botli belligerents. 
Presum ­ 
ably, after the League decision was taken, 
the American member could lift its em­ 
bargo against the aggressed nation. 
The new American m ach in ery’s g reat­ 
est merit— p otentially an enormous step 
fo rw a r d — is 
p rovision 
for 
p ermanent, 
quasi-automatic consultation among all the 
rep ublics of the American continent. 
A 
consultative committee of Secreta!ies of 
State or Foreign Ministers is set up , to op ­ 
erate the p eace machinery and watch over 
the p eace. 
This, like the embargo p rop o­ 
sals, now ap p lies only to trouble in the 
W estern Hemisp here. 
Later it might be 
extended to foreign wa» -s. 
So far, the American p ian is simidy for 
resucitation of the five existing p eace-ma- 
chinery treaties ado})to(i by thest* rep u- 
bliCvS. for their extension in the form of 
boycott p rovisions, and their 
ap p licatimi 
through a in rm a n e n t consultative commit­ 
tee.

W HAT IS A SAFE HOME? 
“ The home has long been a symbol of 
safety,” says W. E. 
MaJlalieu, 
General 
M anager of the National Board of Fire 
Underwriters. 
“ According to the 
thou­ 
sands of rep orts received that American 
homes are far from being .^^afe as regards 
fire. 
“ W h a t can the heads of families do to 
assure greater fire safely? 
Let them first 
find the answers to these questions reg ard ­ 
ing the construction of their homes: Is the 
cellar, containing the heating p lant, cut 
off from the up stairs 
by 
a 
ceiling 
of 
cement or metal lath extending to the 
foundation on all sides? 
The dooi lead­ 
ing up stairs should be of substantial con­ 
struction and not of the usual thin- p anel 
typ e. 
It should be kep t tightly closed. 
How about the furnace— is it correctly in­ 
stalled so that no burnable 
material 
is 
near enough to it or its p ip es to be ignit­ 
ed 
by 
radiated 
heat? 
The 
chimney 
should be built substantially 
and 
lined 
with fire clay. 
Are electrical fixtures and 
wiring safe? 
Have fire stop s been p laced 
in walls at each floor level to p revent the 
sp read of flames? The roof too should be 
fire-resistive. 
Many 
of 
these 
imp rove­ 
ments can be made witliout great exp ense, 
even after a house is built.” 
Sound construction is the first essential 
of fii’e p revention. 
Reducing the p ossi­ 
bility of accidental fires is vital. 
Mr. Mal- 
lalieu further p oints out that too much 
cannot be said about the danger of clean- 
vig clothing with inflammable or exp lo­ 
sive liquids. 
The misuse of electricity— 
which means am ateur rep air work and 
extensions, the overloading of circuits with 
too m$iny ap p liances, etc.— is also another 
p rolific source of fire. 
Your home can he made safe — both 
from fires that are the result of p oor con­ 
struction and fires of the accidental vari­ 
ety. 
It is certainly worth a few dollars 
and a little time to p rotect your valuables 
and the lives of your family.

Dictatorship s 
must 
never 
ap p ear to 
fear; there always must be the attitude 
of a chip on the shoulder.

forma 1 sp eech at Frankfort-on-the-Main 
declared :

It must be stated
